Aspicy freshness 
was added to the sensation by the reply re- 
ceived by Rev. Father Phelantoa telegram 
of inquiry sent to the Roman Catholic authori- 
ties of the Omaha diocese. The answer 
contained only eleven words, but 
they were very pointed, refiecting 
very severely upon Father Kolin’s moral 
character. The ex-priest was found bya 
Post- DISPATCH reporter last evening at the 
Cherokee Hotel. Heisatall man, with the 
marks of culture on his features. 
‘Fis face .was covered with a close 
cropped beard and mustache, and 
his apparel in no manner indicated 
his former clerical office. His correct name 
was not on the hotel books, through an error 
of the hotel clerk who registered him, but 
the reporter picked him out of the large 
crowd in the common sitting room asa man 
Who stood apart from his fellows, and 
who carried in his heart a_ secret 
whichthey never divined. When asked if 
his.name was Charlies Kolin he answered in 

Selirmative. The reporter then showed 
him what had been published about him and 
asked him if he had any statement to 
make. . The ex-priest was very much 
disturbed at the notoriety given to 
his address in Centenary Church 
Wednesday night and he was inclined to re- 
sent Dr. Woerlin’s apparent effort to hold 
him up to public gaze as a prize con- 
vert not found every day. He acknowl- 
edged that he had said seme words 
in Centenary Church Wednesday evening 
which were favorableto Methodism, but he 
stated that he would not join the church for 
gt least four weeks because he had not com- 
pleted his study of the doctrines of John 
Wesley. He was then asked

**iHiave the Roman Catholic authorities of 
Omaha any grounds for the smirch which 
they nave placed upon your Character?’’ 

**They have not,’*® he replied. ‘‘In the 
early part of last January, when imy 
enemies in the diocese of Omaha were 
accusing me of teaching heresy and 
Hussitesin, andladmit my guilt, my sister 
was ruined by a priest. Ibecame more em- 
bittered against my brother clergy, and in 
very pointed ijanguage I assailed this man 
from the pulpit. He was expelled absolutely 
from the church, and is now in business 
and therefore I do not care to give his name. 
But my enemies turned the charge of this 
crime against myself. They alleged that the 
woman was not my sister and that 1 was the 
guilty person. Idonot Know who was the 
author of this calumny,but I know thatit was 
hurled against me. My life has been embit- 
tered by this cloud and I sometimes feel as if 
I could take a revolver, zo to Omahaand 
shoot someone.’’ As he said this his upper 
lip curled at the corners, revealing 
his set teeth, while his Bohemian counte- 
mance assumed arevengefulaspect, Father 
Kolin said that when he was suspended 
shortly afterwards the Omaha newspapers 
were full of rumors, but the nearest they got 
to the ‘nigger inthe wood-plile’ was the sur- 
mise that ‘there was a woman In the case.’ 

HIS PRIESTLY CAREER. 

Father Kolin retains much of the self-pos- 
session ana calm demeanor which he culti- 
vated during his priestly career, and he took 
up the thread of his story ina quiet tone of 
voice as foliows: ‘‘I was educated ata Sem- 
inary in Milwaukee and was ordained a priest 
in 1888. I was attached to the Diocese of 
Omaha, and was givenasmall charge at At- 
kinson, Holt Co., Neb., where I remained un- 
til July, 1891. I was then transferred to 
Omaha to take the place of the Vicar Gen- 
eral, Rev. William Clarke, who took a trip to

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STORM-SWEPT. 


The Steamer Gilchor Has Been Given Up 
for Lost. 


person to see the lost steamer Gilchor was 
Capt. Duncan Buchanan of the schooner 
Seaman. ‘**When about twenty miles north- 
west of North Manitou Island and fifteen 
miles due west of Fox Island light,’’ he said, 
**‘at8o’clock last Friday night, we sighted a 
big steamer directly in frout of us. As we 
had the right of way we burned our torch 
for the steamer to make room for us, but she 
did not make the slightest move to do so. 
She lay with her head northwest, directly into 
the wind, and did not seem to be working her 
wheel any more than to keep pointed into 
the wind. As she would not turn we had to, 
and we passed her some 300 or 400 feet away. 
The weather thickened soon after that and 
we lost sight of her. I believe that the 
Captain had already discoveredgthat his boat 
was in a perilous condition and did not dare 
turn her head out of the wind. Not the 
slightest attention was paid to us and it is 
likely the entire crew was at work either try- 
ing to stop leaks or otherwise endeavoring 
to save their boat.’’ 

Last pnight’s storm on the lakes was very 
severe. It was accompanied by snow, and it 
is feared many boats and lives have been 
lost. Several steamers at Marquette have 
had to turn back, and a fleet of seventeen 
are in shelter at Port Huron. Down-bound 
boats at the Soo report a heavy northeast 
gale and Dilinding snowstorm on 8 
Superior, 


STORM IN THE CARIBBEAN S2RA. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 6.—Following are 
the particulars of the damage done by the 
storm which passed over San Andreas in the 
Caribbean Sea: The cyclone began about 2 
a. m., Oct. 8, at San Andreas. Two hours 


after the beginning of the gale the wind sud- 
denly shifted to westward and the cyclone 
was on inearnest. The frame houses, char- 
acteristic of that partof the world, were 
lifted from their foundations and carried 
hundreds of feet by the wind. At San An.- 
dreas the cocoanut crops of about 
fifty lanters were almost en- 
tirely ruined. At Old Providence, with 
a popuiation of about 1,500 people in 
small setilements,the wind played havoc with 
the buildings and nearly every house on the 
island was wrecked or badly damaged. On 
the east side of the island a church owned by 
the Baptists, and anotheron the north end 
of the town of the same denomination, have 
disappeared. The roofs of these were lifted 
off like paper and the remainder of the build- 
ings collapsed. A small sixty-ton schooner 
named Amoy, owned by Fred Robinson of 
Old Providence, anchored off Old Providence 
when thecyclone began, was blown across 
the reefs leading from the island and carried 
out to’sea. She has not been heard from. 
Although the cyclone lasted fourteen hours 
no one so far as known was killed. 


SUFFERINGS OF SAILORS. 

New YORK, Nov. 5.—A story of great suffer - 
ing through want of food and water is told 
by the crew of the steamer Enchantress, 
Capt. Chrissholm of the United States and 
Brazil Mail Steamship Line, which is now 


lying at her dock. The vessel left Santos 
Sept. 19, touched at other ports. She left St. 
Thomas Oct. 25. Terrific gales were met on 
the voyage, but fiVe days before reaching 
here it was suddenly discovered that the pro- 
visions and water were nearly all gone. The 
crew were reduced to one biscuit and half a 
pint of wateraday. This caused great suf- 
fering among the men, and their hearts were 
gladdened when the steamer came into port 
Wednesday. ‘the Enchantress onchored in 
the bay and came up to her dock to-day. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Coffee Statistics Gathered by the Bureau 
of American Republics. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—Extracts from 
a report by the British Minister at Guatemala 
to his Government upon the subject of coffee 
cultivation in that republic have been re- 
ceived by the Bureau of American Republics. 
The Minister says that the extraordinary 
growth of the coffee industry in Central 
America, especially insthe republic of Guate- 
mala, would seem worthy of special notice. 
The export of coffee from Guatemala in 1891 
amountea to 52,197, 153 pounds, valued roughly 
at about $12,000,000, and this year’s crop will 


be, it is confidently believed, considerably in 
excess of that of 1891. 

The Bureau of American Republics Is in- 
formed that in a report the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction of Chill says that there were 
1,174 public schools open to scholars in that 
republic last year. At present there are in 
all1,192 schools open. The total number of 
scholars enrolled last year was 79,456, and the 
average attendance was 64,732. 

The Bureau of American Republics is in- 
formed that the Government of Guatemala 
has granted to Col. Andrea and Berclilo Trejo 
a seventy-year concession for the construc- 
tion and operation of a railroad between 
Osos and the village of Santa Cnilaina, in the 
interior, with a branch between the 
Santa Clara estate and El Neranjo, inthe 
Department of San Maroos. Under this con- 
cession the grantees areto have the exciu- 
siveright of way in the territory through 
which the railroadis to run, and besides 
granting to the railroad astripof land 131 
feet wide on each side of the line, the Gov- 
ernment agrees to issue 6 per cent national 
bonds at the rate of $10,000 forevery mile of 
railroad construction.

AN IDLE ARMY. 


Twenty-Five Thousand Workmen 
Strike at New Orleans. 


Every Industry in the City at a Dead 
Standstill 


POLICE FORCE INCREASED AND MILITIA 
IN READINESS. 


At. Noon To-Day a Great Demonstration 
of Labor Was Made in the Crescent 
City—Every Organized Body but One 
Join in the Movement—Question of 
Recognition Dividing the Opposing 
Forces. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 5.—After a week 
of doubt and threatening trouble the climax 
is reached to-day and the general strike 
of all the labor unions except the typo- 
graphical body willtake place at noon, The 
merchants have been charging for the three 
days that the threat of a general strike was 
only a bluff on the part of the Amalgamated 
Council, and the leaders would not force the 
unions into a sympathy strike. It looked 
like this was true when the organizations 
met last night to consider the strike. 
The car drivers had a long and 
heated meeting about the matter, but at 
length overwhelmingly decided in favor of 
striking. There was much opposition to such 
& move Inthe Cotton Yardmen’s Union, but 
they, too, decided to strike by a big vote. 
Typogra phical Union No. 17 was the solitary 
exception, and even there the resolution 
failed by only twelve votes. Avery excited 
meeting was held, 153 mombers being pres- 
ent. Three-fourths were required to carry 
the motion to strike, but the vote stood 99 for 
Striking and S4against. This union will hola 
another meeting to consider the gques- 
tion, and if the strike lasts over Mon- 
day it will doubtless join the movement, 
and thus stop the publication of every news- 
paper in New Orleans except the Daily States, 
which is a non-union journal. The strike at 
noon will throw out the bakers and confec- 
tioners, the carpenters and joiners, car driv- 
ers, clothing clerks, coopers, horseshoers, 
cotton yardmen, grain shovelers, marine 
mates, retail dry goods clerks, marine and 
Stationary firemen, painters and decorators 
and paper hangers, pile driversand wharf 
butlders, wharf teamsters and loaders, sugar 
workers, ‘longshoremen, musicians, ware- 
house men and packers, lumber teamsters 
and yardmen, shipscrapers, gas workers, 
coal wheelgrs, coachmen, boiler mak- 
ers, screw men, marine firemen, rail- 
way workers, rice workers,” plasterers 
and shoe clerks. Itis estimated that over 
25,000 men are included in the above organ!i- 
zations, and the entire commerce of the city 
inevery form is affected. Nota street car, 
hack or carriage will move. Nota float or 
wagon willrumble. Not a factory will op- 
erate. Thelaboring people claim that the 
issue is one of vital principle; that the mer- 
chants refuse to recognize the right of labor 
to band into unions for mutual protection, 
and until they do New Orleans com- 
merce shall cease to move. To 
meet this tremendous condition of 
affairs and to counteract the violence 
that must necessarily ensue through the Iidle- 
ness of 25,000 men, the Mayor has placed on 
duty every policeman available, whHe the 
merchants have subscribed a sum that yes- 
terday reached $25,000 and Is being increased 
every hourto employ mento be sworn in as 
special poiice. The militia has received in- 


structions to get into shape so the call to 
armscan be quietly responded to and the 
whole situation is ugly and ominous. 

So far noconcillatory steps have been taken 
and preparations in case of trouble are busily 
carried forward. 

The entire day force of the police have been 
instructed toreport at their respective sta- 
tions this morning and will be 
held in case of any emergency. A 
large force of the men doing 
night duty as well as the supernumeraries, 
will also be held in reserve in case of troubie. 
Chief of Police Gaster does not expect any 
serious trouble, but inthe event that any 
should take place he willhave alarge force 
of policemen athand toquell itat a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

The patrol wagons will be kept atthe sta- 
tions to carry the men to the scene of 
trouble. The members of the different com- 
mands are all listed so that they can be found 
at any hour withouttroubile. All the arms 
haye been cleaned and oiled, theammunition 
gotten ready and the armory ordered 
guarded. 

It is understood that the militia will not be 
called upon until all the resourcesof the 
municipality are exhausted. About a 
thousand State troops are available, and 
undeg the new law, in return for the privi- 
lege of parading in uniform, the Washington 
Artillery, the Continental Guards and the 
Tiro El Bersagliio can also be called upon for 
service within the city, giving the State 
about 500 more men. 

The dry goods association held a meeting 
and resolved not to strike. This is the first 
break inthe line. Just before noon the Mer- 
chants’ Arbitration Committee received a 
communication from the labor side asking 
for a renewal of negotiations.

The spinners have a good chief in 
Mr. Mawdsley, cretary of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Operative Cotton 
Spinners. It is not likely that he will give 
way without a severe struggle. If a general 
strike is inau ted it will last several 
months.

Strong Probability of a Lynching—To Fol- 
low a Murder. 


CUTHBERT, Ga., Nov. 5.—The negroes of 
Mannings district, near here, are greatly ex- 
cited over a horrible crime just discovered 
and ifthey have their way about it they 
willdo some lynching. Dock and Howard 
Taylor have been prominent colored 
farmers in this district. They 
lived together, neither being married. 


Several days ago neighbors detected a pecu- 
liar smell and an unusual amount of smoke 
from the negroes’ house. When they went 
to investigate Dock told them that he was 
‘*Jes’ burnin’ some Ole meat.’ A dayor 
two later Howard was missed, and yesterday 
his body was found in the woods, Part of 
the face and body had been burned, and 
Dock was arrested and he confessed that in 
a quarrel he had brained his brother and had 
thrown him intothe fire, intending to burn 
his body. It burned too slowly, however, 
and he took it tothe woods. Itis feared he 
may be lynched bythe indignant negroes 
before he is taken to jail. 


CLAY HAS BEEN SIGHTED. 

SAN FRancIscO, Cal., Nov. 5.—Sam Clay, 
the young man whorobbed Bookmaker Tom 
Shannon of $8,200 at the Coleman House, New 
York, some time ago, has been seen in this 
city. He has been selling poolsunder the 
name of J. W. Carlisie.. Starter Ferguson, 
who has been engaged by the Blood Horse 
Association for this meeting, is from Lex- 
ington, Ky., Clay’s home, and recognized 
him here, Yesterday Clay was married in 
Oakland to the woman who accompanied 
him, and they left town, presumably for Salt 
Lake City. Clay lost $1,100 on the races and 
had about $450 worth of pooltickets out- 
standing, which the assoctation to-day 
made good. It is stated that Clay had $22,000 
in bills and a certified check on the Orocker- 
Woolworth Bank for $31,000 when he left 
town.

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Nov. 5.—The notorious 
Ed Christie, the Cherokee desperado, is no 
more. A posse of United States Deputy 
Marshals surrounded his house during the 
night of Oct. 3and when he wouid not 
surrender a constant fire was kept up on the 
house until sun-rise this morning when the 
house was blown up Dy giant powder. 
Christie escaped from the house and at- 
tempted to run when he was riddled with 
bullets. Christie wus atone time a member 
of the Cherokee Legislature, but of late years 
has become a desperado, killed eight Cnero- 
kee Indians, one deputy marshal and 
murdering three others.

CANADIAN CATTLE. 


They Have Become a Political Factor in 
England, 


BOARD OF AGRICULTURE CENSURED FOR 
HASTY ACTION. 


Protests From Scotch Liberals--Pope Leo 
Very lli—Belgians Moving for Univer- 
sal Suffrage—Uganda a Good Cotton 
Country—Behring Sea Matters—Gen- 
eral Foreign News-—Brevities. 


Loxpow, Nov. 6.—Mr. Herbert Gardner, 
President of the Board of Agriculture, may 
expect a storm of protests from Scotch Liber- 
als against his hasty action in pronibiting 
the free importation of Canadian cattle and 
ordering that they be slaughtered at the port 
at which they are landed, This action will 
impose a heavy burden on the tax-payers, as 
the cost of slaughtering will have to be borne 
by them, as will also be the expense of com- 
pensating the owners of the cattle. 

The opinion of Dr. Williams, who is re 
garded asthe first authority on cattle dis- 
eases in the Kingdom, coincides with that of 
the best American and French authorities 
that the corn stalk disease is not contagious, 
He has admitted that many of the animals 
slaughtered were suffering with lung defects, 
but contended that these were merely due to 
the strain of a long voyage and exposure. 

The Board of Agriculture is blamed for 
omitting the decisive proof of inoculating 
sound cattle with lymph from the animals 
alleged to be suffering from pleuro-pneu- 
mO6nia. 

The deputation headed by the Duke of 
Westminster, which waited upon Mr. Gard- 
ner yesterday and urged him to forbid the 
free importation of Canadian store cattle, 
are credited with having a motive for their 
course. Itis said that the societies repre- 
sented by the deputation feared that the im- 
portation of Canadian stock would have an 
important effect upon the tradein home pedl- 
gree stock. The incident will quicken 
the demand for Scotch home rule, which 
would give Scotland her own Board of Agrf* 
culture. A deputation from the British Home 
Rule Association waited upon Sir George O. 
Trevylin, Secretary for Scotland, and 
claimed that the question of Scottish home 
rule shall have attention simultaneously with 
or directly after Irish home rule. 

Sir George declined to make a definite 
promise regarding the course of the Govern- 
ment, though he showed that he was in sym- 
pathy with the object of the deputation.

To-day Mr. Deacon will 
apply tothe Prefect of Police for assistance 
in recovering the girl, and unless Mrs. Dea- 
con has fled the country she will certainly be 
caught and punished for abduction. 

A friendof Mr. Deacon assertsthat Mrs. 
Deacon’s object in abducting the girl is to re- 
tain the guardianship of the child and to use 
her position as guardian to preserve her foot- 
ing in society.

Adeedof separation had been ar- 
ranged, but later he had returned and been 
forgiven. Their happy home was for the 
second time the scene of discorda,all because, 
as she said, ‘‘that woman,’’ pointing 
to Mrs. Church, ‘‘had by her persuasive and 
winning ways, stolen her bread-winner from 
her.’’ The lattershe declared was now in 
Green Bay, Wis., acting as manager ofa 
hotelof which Mrs. Church is the proprietor. 

Mrs. Church, on being placed on the stand, 
denied the whole story and stated that Quick 
had visited her house near Woodstock only 
when requested by her husband to mend 
some furniture or fixa piano or organ. She 
had nointimacy with him and had not en- 
deavored to steal him away or secure his 
affections. After hey husband’s death she 
determined to locate in Green Bay and 
when out there purchased the hotel. While in 
Green Bay she met Quick on the street, who 
asked herifshe would givehim a job. She 
said she would, and shortly afterward she 
made him her manager. No improper rela- 
tion ever existed between them, She had 
been living with her several grown up child- 
ren.

Anapplicatfon for a permit for tne new 
Union Depot building was filed in the 
office of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Buildings this morning. The applica- 
tion is made by Adams & Chandler, 
the builders, and calls for a $500,000b ullding. 
This looks like another shrewd move on the 
partofthe Union Depot Co, to evade the 
payment of the amount justly due to the city 
on the permit which it finds must be taken 
out. 

The city ordinance under which the com-

BOODLE TACTICS. 

OwEGo, N. Y., Nov. 5.—‘**Boodle’’ makes 
the Republican majorities climb in ‘‘Boss’’ 
Platt’s home bailiwick, and it’s notso many 
years since he was an active bidder for 
**floaters’’ right within arm’s reach of the 
polls. Piatt knows the Tioga County farmers 
and he never took any chances on invest- 
ments of this character. The ‘‘floater’’ 
simply gave his name to the election in- 
spector and Platt did about all the rest, ex- 
cept actually dropping the ballots into the 
boxes. Hewas cnown asa shrewd finan- 
cler before he * got fame in 
New York. His early training 
was all received in local politics. 
Four years agoit costfthe Republicans not 
less than $20,000to give Harrison a plurality 
of 1,245. Piatt brought the ‘‘boodle’’ to Owe- 

and was himself the disbursing officer. 
If the price demanded was in excess of $25 the 
purchasing agent had to consult Platt, who 
held forthin his bank, beforethe deal was 
closed. The Republicans distributed in the 
Sixth District alone, where a+good deal less 
than 1,000 votes were polled, not far short of 
$5,000. 

Last year Boss Platt worked hard for his 
man, Fassett, and Tioga was canvassed from 
one endtotheother. A comparatively large 
amount of ‘‘boodle’’ was personally dis- 
tributed by Platt, but the majority fell off 
close to 600. The Republicans found it diffi- 
cult to buy ‘‘floaters’’ as they did before the 
ballot reform law was passed, and while the 
floaters accepted the funds as greedily as be- 
fore, they did the voting on their own ac- 
count, andthe total vote was only 1,500 be- 
hind that of 1888. Without ‘*boodle’’ the 
county willreturn a Republican majority of 
about 7,500; with an abuudance of ‘‘boodle’’ 
—why, 1888 tells the story. 

Whenthe Democratic leader, Malony, was 
asked if the free trade scare raised in the last 
campaign by the Republicans had won over 
many votes, he gave this unique and practi- 
calreply: ‘*No; it was ‘boodie’ and nothing 
else. Talk free trade Or protection to these 
fellows upon the hilis in this county and they 
would imagine you were talking Greek. 
Mention $2 and they understand. ‘Boodle’ 
did it,and Platt doesn’t get left when it is 
passed around,.’’ 

If it’s a town election the floatersin Tioga 
command only a round silver dollar. Ifit is 
a State election they get two 66-cent dollars, 
but if it’s a national election—well, there Is 
no limit, This is the schedule the Repub- 
licans have pald for years back, jand this is 
the way Platt has kepta double padlock on 
the Republican majority inthe county. Platt 
never fails to be in town whenan election is 
on, and his coming this time is anxiously 
awaited. He brings the ‘‘boodie’’ with him 
inaleather grip. He would probably for- 
ward it to himself by express. Jout his com- 
pany hasn’t any franchise from the lines 
traversing this section. No one elise, for 
pome occult reason, ever handles the cash in 
bulk, 

A year ago Platt did his utmost to roll up 
a big majority for Fassett, and money was 
ready to be freely used. The ballot reform 
law was the stumbling block. The county 
was thoroughly canvassed, but withal the 
Republican vote fell off more than a thou- 
sand compared with the total of 1888. The 
Demotrats polled within 500 of their vote. 
There is an abundance of ‘‘boodle’’ ready to 
be distributed this time, but the Democrats 
are only waiting to discover where 
any of it has been used, when 
some one will be called to account. The 
county treasurer is traveling the hills mak- 
ing ‘‘preliminary arrangements,’’ but as 
soon as a dollar bas been used to bribea 
voter the Democrats declare that the man 
who gave it will be ‘‘jugged.’’ Money 
couldn’t give Fassett a 1,200 majority a year 
ago,and it is. not likely that it will buy 
Harrison any such majority thistime. The 
ballott reform law wasn’t in operation in 1888.

ILLINOIS, 


DEMOCRATIC LEADERS CONFIDENT OF WINNING 
THE STATE. 


CHIcaGo, il., Nov. 5.—The work at Demo- 
cratic headauarters here is practically wound 
up. Theconfidence of the leaders in the suc- 
cess of the work done knows no moderation. 
The candidestand calmest expression they 
will allow themselves to> make is 
that Illinois is Democratic be- 
yond a peradventure. They then _ sit 


quietly down and figure up  majofities 
of from four to five figures inarow. What- 
ever may be the outcome, the State has never 
been worked so thoroughly as during this 
campaign, The organization, it is claimed, 
was never socomplete and business-like. A 
single circumstance is cited to provethis. It 
was early decided to have some trustworthy 
authorized representative in each school dals- 
trict, who was to act in that particular local- 
ity asthe mouthpiece of the State Commit- 
tee. Tothis end engraved credentials were 
issued. This document made him the Pres!i- 
dent of the _ precinct. It instructed 
him to be a director of Democracy 
in his neighborhood, to poll all votes, to get 
all Democrats duly registered, to have those 
requiring it naturalized and seethat they 
come out election day. Through these the 
leaders have acted, arousing an interest 
never before shown, which created a hope of 
success. They saw a chance for victory and 
this one fact, the committee says, will bring 
out rafts of luke-warm Democratic voters. 

The Republican headquarters are also near- 
ly ready to close up. Chairman Col. J. H. 
Clarke and Secretary Jamison have but little 
4 do now but to await the results of their ef- 
orts. 

‘*I don’t think there isa particle of doubt 
as tothe outcome,’’ said secretary Jamison. 
‘*If the election were to-morrow and it was 
good Republican weather—that ts fair weath- 
er, for Republicanism grows under the light 
of the sun—we would come to Cook County 
with at least 25,000 ahead of Mr. Altgeld. 
There is not a corner inthe State that we do 
not understand as well as we do the wards in 
which we live, and = can tell pretty nearly 
what the resuit will be. ‘ihe candidates have 
made the best campaignthat has ever been 
made inthe State. Gov. Fifer, in particular, 
has almost killed himself, and is so worn out 
that he will haveto take a rest of several 
weeks before he will be in any kind of shape. 
Altgeld has been all over the State also, but 
he has not materially .strengthened his 
cause.’’

CHARGES MADE AGAINST THE DEMO- 
CRATIC LEADERS. 

CHARLESTON, 8. O., Nov. 5.—The discovery 
of the printing of illegal tickets by the State 
Executive Committee has caused much com- 
mentall through the State and charges of 
dickering have been fréely made by some 
against the State Executive Committee, 
which is suspected of leaning towards the 
People’s party. Chairman Irby explains 
the matter by saying that the discrepancy 


in the tickets printed was very slight and 
only confined toa fewcounties. The discov- 
ery was made, however, in timeto put the 
county chairman on guard, and the mistake 
will pronably be rectified in time toavoid 
serious complication. The latest news in 
political circles is that a combination has 
been effected tween the administration 
Democrats and the Republicans of the Coast 
counties, whereby the former will stay away 
from the polis in the general election and the 
latter will carry the day. It was reported 
all over Charleston to-day that the deal had 
been made andthatthe various bosses had 
received their instructions. The idea is to 
knife Moise for Congress from the Seventh 
by making the Tillmanites stayaway from 
the polls, and thus let the election go by de- 
fault. In Beaufort the fusion ticket (com- 
posed of straightout Democrats and Repub- 
licans) is to be cut, leaving only the Repub- 
lican candidatés. Senator Verdier will 
bes elected, but the other Demo- 
crats knifed. In the other coun- 
ties, where negroes predominate, 
Orangeburg, Berkley, Colleton and Gearge- 
town, things will be allowed to take their 
own course atthis election, but in 1894 the 
Tillmanites and Republicans are to combine 
and put in Republican representatives in the 
Legislature to insure Gov.

FEDERAL AND STATE AUTHORITIES CERTAIN TO

In reply 
will say that | have appointed deputy sheriffs at 
each voting place in the county, with positive writ- 
ten instructions to arrest all violators of the elec- 
tion laws and to keep peace aad order, and lam 
quite sure they willdotheirduty. As to any threats 
being made I have not heard of them, and if they 
were made it was by some bully who has not the 
courage to execute them and in case it should be at- 
tempted I will have men enough to resist the party 
who triesit. The only bluffing or intimidation that 
I have heard of is by sume of your special deputies at 
Notasulga. Iunderstand that they have made their 
brags thatthey would take charge of the election 
there; that rene! | would go inside the room and in- 
side the ropesif they wanted to, and were going to. 
Now, if they attempt anything of the kind 
I will certainly have them arrested 
if lcan deputize men enoughtodoit, So far as I 
can lam determined that there shall be no disturb- 
ance or fuss on the day of the election, and I ao not 
apprehend any, only at Notasuiga, and really not 
there, forI think itisalltaikand a bluff. I don't 
know. that they have said anything there of my 
knowledge.

REPUBLICAN MONEY USED FREELY TO BUY 
STAY-AT-HOME VOTERS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind,, Nov. 5.—Indiana may 
be considered the battle ground of the pres- 
idential contest. Until the past few days 
there was comparatively little excitement 
over the approaching election, something 
almost unprecedented in Indiana politics, for 
in previous years interest has been at fever- 
heat at least six weeks previous to 
the election. During the last two 
or three days, however, things have 


been getting red-hot on both sides, and from 
nearly every house-top in the State is sus- 
pended eithera rooster or coon. In no sec- 
tion of the State is the excitement greater 
than in the Southern half of the State. Meet- 
ings are being held every night in all of the 
Southern towns. The Chairmen of the re- 
spective committees have been assiduously at 
work and the full vote will be brought out. 
Telegrams have been sent to absentees in all 
rts of the country requesting them to come 
ome and vote. ‘There seems to be no 
lack of money on either side in carrying on 
the legitimate expenses ofthe campaign. In 
a@ great many instances men who are away 
from home will be sent railroad fares and ex- 
— in order that their vote may not be 
ost. From a conservative estimate based 
upon a thorough canvass by both parties the 
vote will be very close. Under the Aus- 
tralian system of voting very little fraud can 
be perpetrated, the only way to infiluence-the 
election egw Bg hire men to remain aw 
from the polls. This plan, however, 
not entirely new in Indiana.

United States Marshal Dunlap has decided to 
appoint deputies in all the precincts of In- 
ad cities on election day and trouble ts 
likely to follow, as the Democrats will resist 
any attempt to Interfere With the working of 
the State ballot law.

CAREFUL ANALYSIS OF THE REGISTRATION EN 
COURAGES THE DEMOCRATS. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 5.—The city of 
New Haven casts ata Presidential electiona 
total vote of about 20,000 or about one-eighth 
ofthe whole vote of the State, Its vote Is 
almost double that of Litchfield County, four 
times that of Tolland County, two anda half 
times the vote of Middlesex and not far from 
the vote of the whole Congresssional dis- 
trict. Toanalyze the registration returns in 
this city, therefore, isto obtain one of the 
most important clues to the _ result 
in State. The full returns 
have just been made up by the 
registers, subject to a little blue pencil 
work. They show a listin,the fifteen wards 
of 20,811 names, an increase of 1,621 over the 
voting list of four yearsago. This increase 
comes in spite of a fallingoft in new voters 
made this yearof about seven hundred as 
compared with 1888. The city, that is to say, 
has held its vote better than it has made 
voters, a fact encouraging to those Demo- 
crats who have beena bit despondent over 
the fallure of the city to register the 
expected number of new electors. The 
city has thus registered on the whole this 
year a vote which about squares it with its 
normal increase of say 8,000 in population 
during four years. The whole city shows a 
gain of 949in the Democratic wards and 742 
in Republican wards, giving the Democrats a 
gain of 207. The significance of that gain Is 
emphasized by the fact that in the figures 
wards slightly Republican happen to be cred- 
ited with an increase in registration. The 
figures have been gone over carefully 
with some of the Democratic ward managers 
and the conclusion is almost Irresistible thata 
decided increase of New Haven’s normal 
Democratic majority of about 2,400 Is simply 
a matter of getting out the Democratic 
voters next Tuesday. Every arrangement 
has been madetothatend. There will be a 
force of paid workers and besides a body of 
volunteers in each street. The party can- 
vass also is very cheering, one ward showing 
a Republican loss of almost 50 per cent in the 
majority as compared with the canvass of 
1888, withevery doubtful voter credited to 
that party.

ODDS STRONGLY IN FAVOR OF GROVER CLEVE~ 
LAND’S ELECTION, : 

CuIcaGco, Nov. 5.—Old politicians say al- 
most as much money will be bet on this elec- 
tion as was bet on the Blaine-Cleveland elec- 
tioneight years ago. Thatis !saying a good 
deal, for the contest of 1884 was productive of 
excitement and bitterness and partisans 
bet without sense an@at the most confiict- 
ing odds. 

The betting did not liven up till Thursday, 
and then it took a rather significantturn,. It 
began on New York. The betting opened at 
even, witha fewsmall amounts. Thursday 
night Bookmaker Joe Ullman opened com- 
mission from menin New York City to take 
the Cleveland end on New York State for any 
amount, and Uliman hung up a siate on 
which was written 10 to9 that Cleveland car- 
ried New York. Very little money came in on 
that, and the odds ran downa peg at atime, 
until Ullman was betting 2tolin amounts 
over $5,000that Cleveland would carry New 
York. The bookmaker wrote this list of odds 
last night: 

$10,000 at the rate of $100 to $50 that Cleve- 
land carried New York State. 

$1,000 to $900 that Cleveland carried Indl- 
ana, 

$5,000 even against Harrison on the result. 

Even money that Cleveland’s plurality Is 
10,000 in New York State. 

Jim Murphy, the bucket-shop man, is said 
to have bet $25,000 on Cleveland. Most of his 
qets are worded: ‘‘That Cleveland will have 
. majority of the votes of the Electoral Ool-

in the grand army of national 
Eight years ago when another 
presidential campaign had advanced nearly 
to the precise stage the present ome has 
reached Icame to your State and declared it to be 
my understanding of the Democratic creed that all 
taxation shuuld be limited to the requirements of an 
economical government, and that every cent taken 
fromthe pockets of the people beyond these re- 
quirements was no better than robbery. I need not 
recallto your mindsthe result of that campaign. 
With a Democratic President and House of Kepre- 
sentatives,tyou know how faithfully we attempted to 
engraft these doctrines upon the — the country 
and how constantly we worked to relieve the peo- 
pie from the burdensof taxation which had their 
origin inthe exigencies of aterrible and wasting 
war, but had been continued through many years of 

eace toserve the purposes of private and seltish 

nterests, We fought for the people’s rights and 
welfare as agaiust the taxing of tne poor to increase 
the fortunesof therich. You remember that the 
measure of relief passed by our Democratic House 
of Representatives was defeated bya Republican 
Senate, thus demonstrating how far the 
majority of that body was removed from sym- 
pathy with the needs of the people.

ABULING THAT DISMAYED — REPUB- 


Tne Attempt of a Chicago Voter to Get 
Registered Here—Revisor Phillips Em- 
ploys An Attorney to Protect Him— 
Funny Scenes While the Judge Ex- 
amines the Applicants. - 


A look of weary anticipation came over the 
clear-cut face of Judge Daniel Dillon this 
morning, as he stepped out of his little 
office in Court-room No.4, and mounting 
to the bench saw the walt- 
ing crowd of voters whom he 
had promised to _ reinstate. Over a 
100 of them were present, and the Judge 
knew there were 600 more to come. He had 
decided yesterday that he would order the 
re-instatement of all the petitioners 
who could show to him that 
they bad been struck off without 
proper opportunity toapply for restoration 
to the lists. The decision naturally followel 
his rulingthat the Board of Revision by ad- 
journing the other day before the Sunday 
which was the twelfth and last day 
of the legal session, had sat 
one day toofew. City Counsellor William C. 
Marshall did not appear in court at all. He 
announced yesterday, assoonas Judge Dil- 
lon made his ruling, that the proceeding was 
without warrant of law, and left the court- 
room, 

Frank L. Ottofy, the partner of Recorder 
Carlisie, stepped into the breach, and when 
Judge Dillon began to examine thse applil- 
cants for reinstatement, undertook to 
cross-examine them. Counselor Marshall 
sent word to the Recorder to taxe no further 
partin the case, hearing of Mr. Ottofy’s 
zeal,and the Recorder, plucking the at- 
torney’s sleeve, asked him todesist, both 
then leaving the court room.

Mr. Reyno lds is in 
formed that certain parties are  pre- 
paring to organize fgangs of repeaters 
to vote illegally at the various polling 
Places in this city on next Tuesday.“ He has 
been furnished with the names of the persons 
belleved to be at the head of the movement, 
and he proposes to puta stop, if possible, to 
anything that will tend to defeat the 
will of the people at the polls. To do 
this he has been invested with all necessary 
power by the authorities at Washington who 
have authorized him to have special deputy 
marshals employed apart from those reg- 
ularly assigned to the various 
precinct polling places. It was 
well understood that this was the 
absorbing matter that engaged Mr. Reynolds’ 
attention soclosely this morning.

Signs Point to the Retirement of Louis- 
ville’s Manager. 


GUS -SCHMELZ WILL PROBABLY BE HIS 
| SUCCESSOR, 


Tom Brown Has the Oall for Captain— 
Pieffer Will Be Retained—Pugilistio 
Patrons Grow Delirious—Corbett Says 
He Will Fight in the Sweet Bye and 
Bye—Track Talk. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 5.—The directors of 
the Louisville club expect tohavea meeting 
in the next two weeks when several import- 
ant changes in the team for next season will 
be determined upon. It has already been 
decided that there will be a change in the 
management. The directors do not favor 
the retention of Manager Chapman and itis 
thought that his connection with the Loulis- 
ville club terminated with the expiration of 
his contract on the first of this month. The 
matter was freely discussed at tne last meet- 
ing of the directors, and although it has not 
been given out for publication, it was then 
decided that a change must be made. Ina 
conversation with President Stucky yester- 
day, that gentleman intimated that next 
season the club would not have a player- 
manager, asthe experiment in this city this 
year had proven a faliure. 

A number of namts have been suggested in 
connection with the management of the 
Louisville Club next season, among them 
being Gus Schmelz. The old Cincinnati man- 
ager is highly thought of by several of the 
directors, and itis not improbable that he 
may be offered the management of the club, 
although nothing definite has been done in 
that direction. Although the question of 
captaincy will probably be left to the man- 
ager Tom Brown’s name has been associated 
with the place, and a majority of the stock- 
holders favor him. 

The directors will not be fast to dispense 
with the service of Pfeffer.
